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The Middle Temple Hall. In Fountain Court, 
with its trees and flowers and sparkling water, 
is Middle Temple Hall, a fine Elizabethan building 
used as a Dining Room and noted for its hand¬ 
some old oak ceilings. Shakespeare’s ‘‘Twelfth 
Night” was acted in this Hall in the poet’s 
lifetime. 
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
